. Eneral Heifter is to command the Im- 
perial Forces in Hungary, the enfuing 
Campaign. The Emperour having 
refolv’d to raife two new Regiments 
of Huffars in that Kingdom, has 
appointed Count Nadafti and Count Efterhafi of 
Galantato command them. Count Maximilian Sta- 
remberg, having with him a good Sum uf Money, 
going from Presbour, to Tirnau with a Guard of 
14 Lavifers, was met by the the Way by 30 Horfe 
cf «ne Malecontents, who furrounded and took him 
Prifoner. Endeavours are us’d to induce the ‘ale- 
contents to agree to a Sufpenfion of Arms, b-fore 
the Opening of the Diet at Presbourg ; but there is 
little appearance of Succefs, becaufe Prince Ragot- 
ski having receiv’d confiderable Remittances of Mo- 
ney from France, is thereby enabled to maintain his 
prefent Creatures and engage new. The Exprefs 
who was fent with the Emperour’s Letters, inviting 
the unfaithful Hungarians (as he Stiles them ) to 
fend Deputies to the forefaid Diet, is return’d from 
Comorra ; and reports, that he could nor get Pafs- 
ports to go further, and therefore had given the {aid 
Letters to two Hungarian Gentlemen that are well 
aegquainted with Prince Ragotski and Count Bere- 
zeni, to whom they promisd to deliver them. 
The Emperour bas fignitied to the foreign Minifters, 
that they may {pare tnemfelves the Trouble of fol- 
lowing him when he goes to Presbourg ; as well be- 
caufe the Confluence of People tere will be fo great, 
that they cannot wel! be accommodated with Lod- 
ging, as becaufe he intends to make but a fhort Stay 
there. The Gourt are uneafic at the Proceedings 
of King Auguftus, who complains, that he cannot 
be fuffer’d to quarter his Troops in the Empire; and 
that if he fends them to quarter in Principalities 
or Counties that are Fees of the Electorate of Saxo- 
ny, ‘tis look’d upon asa Violation of their Rights ; 
notwithftanding the Diet of the Empire had long 
given him Hope that they would take, thofe Troops 
into their Service : That he is now difappointed in 
his Expectation, by the Refolution of the faid Diet 
to take but 3000 of his Horfe into their Pay ; 
whereas he is determin’d not to part with 8 or 6000 
at leaft, and demands to be paid in ready Money 
the Charge he has been ar to fubfift them while the 
Diet kept him in Hope to take them off his Hands. 
The Emperour has ratified the Refolution of the 
Diet at Ratisbon, for fupplying the Military-Cheft, 
furnifhing the’ Contingent of Men and Money, and 
taking into Service fome Saxon Horfe. And has ac- 
quainted the Elector of Hanover with his Thoughts 
touching the beft Manner of making that Refolu- 
tion effe@ual, defiring his Electoral Highnefs’s Opi- 
nin thereon. . 
From the Amft. Cour. dated March 17. &c. 
Vienna, March 3. The Emperour has given Leave 
for carrying to Presbourg Forrage and Provifions of 
all forts, either from hence or elfewhere, without 
paying any Toll or Duty: And an Officer is fent 
thither, to lay Bridges over the 3 Canals of the Da- 
nube there. Yefterday Prince Efterhafi Palatine of 
Hungary weet thither: The Prince of Salm will 
go thither fhortly ; and the Emperour will follow by 
the gth or at fartheft the 15th of this Month. A 
Body of 5000 Malecontents having fore’d the Lines 
near Oedenburg, have Plunder’d feveral Villages, 
and carry’d off a great Booty. Recruits for the Em- 
perour’s Forces in Hugary and elfewhere, are daily 
fent from hence and other Places to their refpective 
Kegiments, Count Rabutin is difcharg’d from all 
Military Services, on Account of his Indifpofitions 
and Infirmity of Body, and the Government of

Prince Eugene 
of Savoy, who hasa great Efteem for the Family 
of Vifconti, has procur’d the honourable Pott of 
General of Arms of the Kingdom of Naples for 
General Vifconti. Field-Marthal Count Guido Sta- 
remberg fers out to Morrow for Catalonia. The 
Emperour having recciv'd awritten Petition from 
the Jefuites, importing, thar they having con&dera- 
ble Bftates and Effectsin Hungary, may be fum- 
mon’d as States of that Kingdom to the Diet ; con- 
futed the Hungarian Chancery thereon, and upon 
their Advice, rejected the Petition as impertinent. 
’Tis reported Prince Eugene of Savoy will {peedily 
be going for Hanover and the Hague: ‘Tis alfo 
talk’d, that thofe who have Offices in the Electorate 
of Bavaria, will be requit'd-to advance Money by 
way of Loanto the Emperour, to be continu’d in 
their Employments. 
From the Hari. and Amft. Cour. dated March 17.&c, 
Vienna, March 3. Count Guido Staremberg fer 
out this Morning Poft for Isaly, thence to proceed 
to Catalonia. The Marquis de Cortanza, Envoy 
extraordinary of the Duke of Savoy, fets our to 
Morrow on his Return co Turin. Yefterday the 
Count de Villa-Mayor, Ambaffador of Portugal, 
had Audience of the Emperour and Emprefs, tke 
Emprefs-Dowager, and the Arch-Dutcheffes. His 
Imperial Majefty’s Departure for Presbourg, is fix'd 
to the 15th Inftant. The Counts Wratiflau, Sin- 
zendorf, and Zeilern, his Minifters, wil! go thither 
before him : Bur’tis doubtful whether the Prince of 
Salm goes thither at ail. Tis now the Difcourfe, 
that when the Affair of the ninth EleGorate is con- 
cluded in the Diet of the Empire, Cardinal Lam- 
berg will come hither, to be made the Emperoui’s 
firft Minifter. The ift of this Month arriv’d an 
Exprefs from King Charles JIJ, with Advice thar 
the Troops from Italy were all arriv’d at Barcelona, 
except 350 Men, which were on board a Dutch 
Man of War and 2 Tranfports that were feparated 
from the Fleet in the Voyage and not yet come in, 
His Catholick Majefty writes, that he hop’d his 
Bride was on her Way to him. The civil Officers 
of Bavaria will be requii’d to lend the Emperour 
200000 Rixdollars.
